Although he may not have openly challenged the 
verdict, he did show more courage than the Nazarenes 
own disciples when, on the very evening of the C ruer- 
fixion, he "went boldly unto Pilate and craved the body 
of Jesus " 
Pilate w'as surprised to learn that Jesus was already 
dead. Crucified men often lingered in agony on the 
cross for two days. T he Procurator called in the cen­ 
turion who had been in charge of the execution for a 
report. Learning that Jesus had indeed expired on the 
Cross, he gave Joseph permission to take down His body 
Papinipoints out that Pilate thus disregarded a Roman 
custom of the day, according to which Roman officers 
who w'ere in charge of executions could collect a fee 
from families or friends of the crucified for delivery of

Probably th e most famous tower in th e 
world is th e I,eaning Tower of Pisa It is 
built entirely of wh ite marble and is 179 feet 
tall, th e h eigh t of a 15-story building.

T h e 
same weakness exists in the Democratic 
party, where it is kept well-hidden by the 
fact the Democratic party has been for many 
years a coalition of dissident elements held 
together by its demonstrated ability to win 
elections. 


DEMOC RATS have no principles as a party 
that cannot be set aside long enough to go 
after the votes that cause them to be the 
majority party at the polls. For campaign 
purposes, the southern irreconcilables and the 
northern red-hots are bosom friends; at least 
they do not break each other's heads in pub­ 
lic 
Rut Republicans, tieing the minority party 
and not having the benefit of a coalition with 
the one-party Democratic South, must ever­ 
lastingly try to win support on a basis of 
party principle Hence the endless bickering

The signal for this activity ap­ 
parently was given in Punta del 
Este rn January, w'hen Foreign 
Minister Manuel Tello told other 
delegates to the meeting of the 
Organization of American States 
that communism is “ incompatible 
with the American system of rep­ 
resentative democracy.”

Mexican police found an aban­ 
doned airplane near Teeolutla on 
the Gulf of Mexico and set off 
an intensive hunt for its occupants, 
hinting that they were smuggling 
goods from the United States into 


Cuba and asking U.S. officers to 
help prevent the use of Mexican 
territory for the aid of the Cuba 
regime 


FIVE FOREIGNERS some of 
them American citizens, were de­ 
ported on grounds they had come 
into the country in order to join 
the National Liberation Movement 
(MLN), a Mexican organization 
dedicated to earning out Com­ 
munist goals rn Latin .America. 


In Baja. (Lower) California, loc­ 
al authorities prevented the MLN 
from staging a meeting protest­ 
ing what it called United States 
“economic aggression 
in permit­ 
ting salt-laden irrigation w a te r- 
harmful to Mexican agriculture— 
to enter this country from the 
Colorado River Actually, this was 
a few days before Mr 
Tello’s 
Punta del Este declaration, but 
the policy that led to that state­ 
ment 
undoubtedly 
already 
had 
been formulated 
In the State of Guerrero, as 
famed for its independent, fight- 
loving peasants as for its resort 
city' of Acapulco, nine Mexico City 
students 
came 
close 
to 
being 
lynched by farmers who claimed 
that 
they 
had 
gone 
there 
to 
spread Communist doctrine. 
And rn the northern industrial 
city of Monterrey, more than IOO,- 
OOO 
citizens 
rallied 
to 
protest 
against Nuevo Leon State gover­ 
nor, Eduardo Lavas Vallareai. 
Supposedly, the reason was that 
free textbooks supplied the chil­ 
dren of Monterrey, as well as 
those of the rest of the country. 
were Co mm un 1st-orient cd 
T h i s 
was just an excuse; the books 
are harmless. The people were 
really out to get the governor 
because he has brought persons 
considered to be Leftists into his 
administration 
While the Guerrero and Monter­ 
rey incidents certainly were not 
sponsored, or even condoned, by 
the 
Federal 
government, 
they 
seem like logical by-products of 
the new official wave of anti­ 
communism. 


TMO FIELDS where the go­ 
vernment itself is believed to be 
acting are labor and education. 
Although no official will admit it. 
there is reason to think that pro­ 
communist candidates for union 
office are being discreetly asked 
to step down and that there is 
an increasing number of secret 
service agents in the nation’s uni­ 
versities, where Red agitators tra­ 
ditionally concentrate 
One result of all of this is that 
the fellow travelers are screaming 
indignantly about the “restriction 
of civil liberties arid the abuse of 
public powers ” But more import­ 
ant is the fact that the people of 
Mexico are beginning to realize 
that their government is just as 
anti-Communist as most of them 
are This, in turn, is likely to in­ 
crease the opposition of the coun­ 
try as a whole to the attempts by 
a minority to swing Mexico to the 
far Left.
